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Directives 


1. Military Government Directive No. 13, "Maximum Price — 
List No. 5", issued 28 February 1949, effective 1 March 1949, 
establishes new maximum prices on imported foods, and provides 
that such foods will be sold without sales tax. At the time of 
the price raise it was announced by Military Government thai 
prices would be lowered at such time as free market prices were 
lowered. This was accomplished in February and Military Govern- 
ment prices were lowered to equal 50 percent of the original free 
market price on locally produced foods. 


Military Government Directive Noi 14, "Food for Patients 
in Institutions", issued and effective on 21 March 1949, provides 
for prices at which imported foods will be sold to institutions 
such as hospitals, orphanages, schools, etc. 


2. Northern Ryukyus Military Government Directive No. 1949-3, 
"Removal of Wage Restrictions", issued 22 February 1949, effective 
1 February 1949, provides for removal of wage ceilings on wages 
received by all workers except those employed by military agencies 
or a contractor for military agencies. 


Northern Ryukyus Military Government Directive No. 1949-4, 
"Ships Confiscated by Military Government Provost Court", issued 
and effective on 14 March 1949, provides for the confiscation of 
two ships. These ships were confiscated according to U.S. aval 
Military Government Proclamation #3, "Exceptional Military Courts", 
Article 5, Section 4. ; 


POLITICS 
Assembly Resignation 


3. Early in March the Okinawa Assembly submitted a joint re- 
Signation to the Deputy Chief of Staff. The Deputy Chief of Staff 
refused to accept this action and expressed his confidence in the 
assembly. He informed them that if they wished to submit individual 
resignations they would be considered. After several days of de~ _— 
iiberation, the assembly decided that it would not resign. One of 
the factors leading to this decision wes the better understanding 
of working relationship between the assembly and the Okinawa Civilian 
Administration. 


Southern Ryukyus Political Parties 


4. The Miyako Democratic Party, organized in May 1946, seem 
at present to be in a turmoil because of disagreements between the 
younger members of the party and some members of the assembly. The 
latter are accused by the younger party members of following 
policies of expediency instead of the platform pledges made during 
the last election. The appointed office holders also come in for 
much criticism as being more anxious to please their superiors than 
to plan and work for the benefit of all the people. It is predicted 
by some that these disagreements and dissatisfactions will result 
in the younger group forming a new party that will be popular island- 
wide. If a new party emerges it will attract many who have recently 
held aloof from politics. 


~The Miyako Socialist Party, organized in May 1947, vir- 
tually disintegrated after election because of the resignation of 
_its Secretary~General, who had been the leader and moving spirit. 


The Youth's Party, organized in Miyako in September 1947, 
also has been dormant since last election with little evident 
activity on the part of its members. 


5. There were two parties on Yaeyama, the Democratic and tne 
People's Party. Since some former active members of the latter 
party were elected to serve in the assembly and appointed to po- 
sitions as heads of Yaeyama Provisional Government departments, 
they seem to have been absorbed into the Democratic Party, thus 
causing a considerable lessening of People's Party activities at 
present. 


Election 


6, The election for mayor of Tarama Village in Miyako, held 
on March 7, 1948, was invalidated by decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals on January 20, 1949, after evidence-of fraudulent voting was 
uncovered. By-election was ordered for February 27. The candidates 
were both non-partisan, the former mayor and a farmer. The former 
mayor was elected with 1,042 votes, while the farmer received 896 
‘votes. A total of 89 percent of the eligible voters cast ballots 
in this election. 


Agitation for Mura Separation 


%. Dissension has arisen in Yonagusuku Mura between those de- 
siring a division of the mura and those wishing to retain the present 
status, The culmination of this argument occurred in February, when 
a group known as the Yakena Young Men's Association participated in 
near riotous action. In order to forestallvany further trouble and 
to preserve peace and good order, Military Government ordered a fuil . 
and complete investigation to fix responsibility. :
